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DETAILED ACTION 



Prior Art Cited 

1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

• Giles et al (USPN 6,379,064) discloses a supporting member having tow bent 
portion (Fig.1: element 13, 14). However, Giles does not teach the present 
claimed invention. 

• G. Prezioso (USPN 2,483,843) discloses a supporting member having tow bent 
portion (fig . 1 : element 10). However, Giles does not teach the present claimed 
invention. 

• Hugle (USPN 6,834,950) discloses a supporting member having tow bent portion 
(fig.4: element 50, 51). However, Giles does not teach the present claimed 
invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 and 7-22 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1-4 is the inclusion of the 
limitation recording apparatus comprising a supporting member having a 
cut and bent portion disposed between two bent portion wherein one end 
of the second part is supported by one of the bent portion and another end 
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of the second part is supported by the cut and bent portion. It is limitation 
found in each claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has not been 
found, taught, or suggested by the prior art of record which makes these 
claims allowable over the prior art. 

• The primary reason for the allowance of claims 5, 6-14 is the inclusion of 
the limitation recording apparatus comprising a supporting member 
includes a cut and bent portion between the opposite end portion of the 
guiding shaft, for supporting and end portion of a feeding roller of the sub- 
scanning-mechanism. It is limitation found in each claims, as it is claimed 
in the combination, that has not been found, taught, or suggested by the 
prior art of record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

• The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 5-1 9 is the inclusion of 
the limitation recording apparatus comprising a supporting member having 
a cut and bent portion disposed between the bent portions wherein a base 
portion of the cut and bent surface is formed by deep drawing. It is 
limitation found in each claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that has 
not been found, taught, or suggested by the prior art of record which 
makes these claims allowable over the prior art. 

• The primary reason for the allowance of claims 20-22 is the inclusion of 
the limitation recording apparatus comprising a supporting member having 
a cut and bent surface supporting another end of the feeding roller and a 
bent surface for supporting a pinch roller of the sub-scanning mechanism. 
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It is limitation found in each claims, as it is claimed in the combination, that 
has hot been found, taught, or suggested by the prior art of record which 
makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
